outside from 2.05 a.m. to 4 am. 
in 35 below aero weather t; catch 
a bus bound for Edmont- n and 
Peace River. 

'Tire youth, blue with cr'd, re¬ 
turned to his folks' horn after 
the long wait and after i loning 
long distance found out t.iC bus 
was to be hours late. 

The council for some tii le has 
been urging that a prop r bus 
■stop .should be armnged i: town 
as the pj-esent .stop, is lot .ted a 
half mile from the town ce: Lre on 
No. 3 highway. Another cor • plaint 
is that there is no shelter . rovid- 
ed for passengers waiting tc board 
a bus and no time schedule to in¬ 
dicate if the bus will be on lime or 
late as in the case stated. 

Council is of the firm opinion 
that if a franchise is given to a 
busy company that the bus com¬ 
pany should be obligated to look 
after the welfare of its patrons. 
Copies of the letter received by 
council will be sent to the Grey¬ 
hound Bus lines and to the Trans¬ 
port Department. 

New Pipeline 

It was reported the new pipeline 
for water, being built by the town 
to service West Coleman, was 
within 30 feet of completion and 
that work was progressing favor¬ 
ably. Council discussed the erec¬ 
tion of a temporary sidewalk ar¬ 
ound the bluff where the pipeline 
was being laid and it was agi'eed 
tliat a temporary walk be con- 
•sti-ucted to the same level as the 
road. In this way snow removal 
from the pathway could be done 
while road cleaning was done in 
winter. Several poles will be in- 
•stalled along the walk so that cars 
do not mistake the pedestrian 
walk for the highway. 

Drainage Problems 

Several drainage problems that 
iiave been causing grief to the 
town on bill and 6th Streets were 
again brought up and council felt 
that since there was a surplus from 
the amount hudgeted last year for 
this type of work .that a full job ' 
be done next spring.

Town foreman John Kinnear 
will be insti-ucled to cut a number 
of Christmas trees to be located 
at various spots along the main 
street as decoration for the forth¬ 
coming Christmas season. The 
archway over No. 3 highway will 
again be decorated with evergreen 
branches an^ colored light and a 
Christmas Tree will be set up in 
the town park. 

A report from F. S. Kennedy, 
municipal inspector, indicated that 
the town w-as being operated in a 
very efficient manner. Town fore¬ 
man John Kinnear was appointed 
as enumerator.

Tentative date set for the Win¬ 
ter Carnival is the week-end of 
February 18 when the annual 
Crow’s Nest Pass Ski Club tourna¬ 
ment is held on the Blairmore Ski 
hill. 


S-D Day (Safe Driving Day) 
will be next Thursday, December 
1st, 1955. It is being conducted 
simultaneously in Canada and all 
48 States of the U.S. It is being 
sponsored in Canada by the Ca¬ 
nadian Highway Safety Confer¬ 
ence, aided by various public-spir¬ 
ited organizations across the coun¬ 
try. It will be a day to demon¬ 
strate that traffic accidents can 
be reduced materially when all 
motorists and pedestrians do their 
part. 

Purpose of S-D Day will be to 
show that motorists and pedes¬ 
trians can eliminate traffic acci¬ 
dents by their own actions. By 
asking everyone in the country, in 
evei-y community, to join in a 24- 
liour demonstration, dramatic and 
convincing results can be achieved, 
say the .sponsors, 

The Day will demcnstrate that 
the place to attack the traffic 
safety problem is in the commu¬ 
nity and that the responsibility 
rests upon each individual. It will 
implant in the minds of all mo¬ 
torists and pedestrians the reali¬ 
zation that if they can greatly re¬ 
duce accidents on S-D Day, they 
can do so every day in the year. 

The traffic problem is a national 
one, a community one, and one 
that concerns each individual. Al¬ 
most every person has a neighbor, 
a friend, oi' a member of the fam¬ 
ily who has been injured in a traf¬ 
fic accident at some time. The 
problem is with us eveiT hour of 
the day. In 1954, 2586 persons were 
killed in traffic accidents across 
Canada, and 38,300 were killed in 
the U.S.A. — one death for every 
13^/4 minutes. 

Last year, there were 58,738 per- 
.sons injured in traffic accidents 
in Canada. U.S. traffic injuries 
amounted to 1,350,000, one injury 
every 23 .seconds. For evei-y fatal¬ 
ity, one or more persons were to¬ 
tally and permanently disabled, 
thereby becoming a financial bur¬ 
den, either to his family, or to the 
community, or both. 

The economic loss in connection 
with traffic accidents in Canada 
in 1954 is estimated at approxi¬ 
mately $100 million. Pull cost of 
traffic accidents each year, in 
Canada and the UB., is considered 
tc be almost five times as great 
as the annual total of fire losse.s 
in the two countries. 

Traffic accidents last year were 
the greatest single killer of per¬ 
sons between the ages of tliree and 
40. They were a big killer of child-

young people between the ages of 
15 and 24. They killed almost twuce 
as many worker.s as were killed in 
occupational accidents not involv¬ 
ing vehicles. 

How many are doomed? Approx^ 
imately 30.000 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents in Canada in 
the pa.st twenty years. At the 
present rate, less tlian half as long 
will be reciuired to kill the next 
30,000! With the substantial in¬ 
crease in the number of motor ve¬ 
hicles and drivers on the streets 
and highways of this country, and 
experts say that this increase will 
continue fairly coasistently for at 
least tlie next 20 years, in order to 
simply hold our own — to keep 
traffic fatalities in Canada at ap¬ 
proximately their present number 
— we shall have to cut our mile¬ 
age death rate .substantially in the 
coming year. 

This can be done, but not unless 
Individ ral citizens i-ecognize that 
it mu.sl be done, and are willing, 
as iisdWlduals and members of 
various organizations, to Join in a 
united effort to apply the tested 
and proven methods of accident 
prevention . . . Observe the letter 
and spirit of all traffic regula¬ 
tions. Be couileous to every driver 
and pedestrian — practice sports¬ 
manship. Give full attention in 
driving and walking. In short: 
Drive and walk as you would have 
others drive and walk. Specific 
driving and walking rules are con¬ 
sidered most important in apply¬ 
ing the above fundamental prin¬ 
ciples.

In Pass Busy, 

Few Men Idle 

Full time work is in full swing 
in all phases of Crow’s Nest Pass 
industry and according to F. J. 
Lote, manager of the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission, there 
is very little unemployment In this 
entire area. 

At present there are no unem¬ 
ployed men in Coleman as the 
Coleman Collieries have rehired 
all men available that were laid 
off from working in the Coleman 
mines during the past year. At 
least 30 men were hired on at the 
mine this week and these men 
consist of those that have been 
let off of road and forestry work 
for the winter months. All of these 
men have been absorbed by the 
Coleman Collieries this week. 

Mines on the British Columbia 
side of the Crow’s Nest Pass have 
been having full lime work since 
last August. Mines on that aide 
of the border includes the Michel 
and Elk River Collieries. 

.Alberta Mines 

On the Alberta side the coal 
mines in Bellevue have been en¬ 
joying a four and five-day week 
since Oct. 1st, while tlie mines in 
Coleman have been working a 
five-day week with the exception 
of having oat idle day since Oct. 
1st. In Blainnore the mining in¬ 
dustry (has been working a three- 
day week since Oct. 1, witih many 
of the cc«l miners working on idle 
days. 

■With the advent of cold weather 
all lumbering operations in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass district includ¬ 
ing bush camps and sawmills have 
stepped up operations and pros¬ 
pects are good for the expansion 
of the industry in this area. 


Belter Quality Cool 
At Fair Price 
Would Help Industry 

Dave Young manager ^f Cole¬ 
man Collieries, gave an interesting 
address on the coal industry at 
the Col?man Lions Club meeting 
held h 're Tueslay evening. In 
his add. es. Mr. 'ioung pointed out 
that the present coal market had 
dwindled to its p.esent volume due 
to competition in price from oil 
and gas. Mr. Young was of the 
opinion the coal market woiald 
.settle it.self at so many millions 
of tons production yearly after 
which he felt the industry would 
increase with the general develop¬ 
ment of industry in Canada. He 
■said the secret of rebuilding the 
maj'ket was to produce and sell a 
good quality coal at a fair price. 

The speaker also gave a talk on 
his visits to the American coal¬ 
fields, where he said that strip 
mining operations were carried 
out on a large .scale and that 
through mechanical methods used 
coal was produced at a cost of 35 
cents per ton. Mr, Young pointed 
out he was not advocating lower 
wages for miners, but felt that the 
cost of producing coal must be re¬ 
duced in order that coal be com¬ 
petitive with other fuels.

Should you eat steak before games? 


It’s been a long-standipg tradi¬ 
tion in hockey, football and many 
other sports that steak is the 
Ideal food for the pre-game meal. 
But study of the accepted facts of 
nutrition, plus special tests, shows 
that this isn’t so. 

Analysis of the food elements 
in .steak ,shows that it is about 20 
percent protein, 70 percent water, 
plu.s fat in variable amounts. 

I'rotein just isn’t utilized soon 
enough to be of use to the ^athlete 
in the game; water he can get 
elsewhere; fat, while an energy 
fuel, is a poor one. Then too, it 
takes .some time to digest a large 
steak and it’s a tough chore for 
the digestion to handle if the ath¬ 
lete exercises vigorously a couple 
of hiurs later. It’s liable to leave 
hiiai feeling slightly logy. 

It should also be remembered 
that protein/ls not an energizer; 
its function is more as a tissue re¬ 
constructor, and if the athlete 
wants quick energy he would' be 
better off to get it from such quick 
energy foods as honey, oranges 
and the citrus fruits. 

If the athlete has a tendency to 
feci empty and hungry when he 
switches to a steakless pre-game 
meal, he should be sure to concen¬ 
trate on easily-digested foods and 
leave this meal until about two 
hours before game time. 

The time for the athlete to eat 
his steak is after the game—that’s 
when he needs it for tissue re¬ 
building after effort. Lots of milk 
and milk products should also be

How mucli sleep 
does an athlete need? 

When calculating the amount of 
sleep needed by an athlete, it must 
be remembered that much depends 
on the individual. Tense athletes 
sound as a radio receiving set. 
who find it difficult to relax need 
more sleep, because tension re¬ 
duces the recovery rate from their 
time in bed. Relaxed athletes need 
less because generally they get 
more out of it. 

It is suggested, however, that 
the athlete make sure of between 
eight to 10 hours of sleep per 
night. 

He should remember that the 
only lime his body can recover 
properly is when he is asleep. He 
should do everything he can to 
improve the quality of his sleep by 
learning to relax properly. Slow, 
even deep breathing when in bed, 
letting all the muscles go loose 
and limp on the exhale, is one 
good way of promoting relaxed, 
efficient sleep. 

The Sports College book, "Re¬ 
laxation Is Easy”, outlines a com¬ 
pleting relaxation program for 
athletes, as well as anjxsne affect¬ 
ed by tension. 

Family steaks 
on the hoof 

Japanese cattle, smaller than 
their North American counterpart, 
are a part of the Japanese farm 
family. They live right in the 
house. Rooms aje built around 
their stall to take advantage of 
their bodily warmth in winter, 
states an Associated Press story 
from Tokyo. 

During the day there’s not much 
to do but loaf in small pens, gaze 
contentedly at the serene Japanese 
landscape, or graze in tiny pas¬ 
tures. 

The food’s good too - occasion¬ 
ally rice and plenty of barley, 
wheat and bran. 

With only one or two animals 
to care for, ,the farmer lavishes 
great attention on them. They get 
a gentle but brisk rubdown every 
day with handfuls of straw. Farm¬ 
ers say this rubs the outer layer 
where it belongs. 

This goes on for six years 
that’s right, six years—and then 
comes the payoff. If the farmer 
did his job right, the meat will 
come out a deep, glossy red rim¬ 
med with a thin layer of fat. 
Throughout there will be flecks of 
“fallen frost”, or fat. 

Now you’re in for a treat. Soak 
it for two hours in soy sauce, 
sprinkle well with garlic salt and 
then slap it on a grill. The result 
is one of the greatest treats of 
the Orient. 

New type machine 

A new type of milk vending 
machine has been introduced in 
Canada which will dispense a six- 
ounce cup of milk to sell at a 
nickle. Each ujachine has a capa¬ 
city of 208 cups per day on one 
filling of eight gallons. The milk 
is fed from the container to the 
cup by means of a polyethlyene 
tube, worth Aout 15 cents, which 
can be discarded after each usage.

Surface drainage 

Surface drainage by itself is qot a remedy for all poorlv drained 
land, but according to D. J. Cooper of the Central Expeiiniental 
Farm in Ottawa, Canada department of Agiiculture, it will at least 
Improve conditions and in some cases be adequate. 

After the crop has been removed is the time w hen most diainage 
work must be done on the farm. By that time the farmer should 
have plans made concerning what draintige work lie proposes to carry 
out. The' amount and type of drainage work will, of course, vary 
from farm to farm, and will be governed by the time that is avail¬ 
able and the cash outlay contemplated. 

In its simplest form surface diainage may eon.sist of plow scores 
located in such a way as to drain out low spots. Dead furrows are 
often used in surface drainage but if they are to perform efficiently 
they must be sloped. An extra cut or two with a plow through high 
•pots in a dead furrow may be necessary. 

Headlands are frequently a source of trouble in blocking off dead 
furrows. If this is the ca.se suitable outlets should be provided. An¬ 
other factor in good drainage management jnj'olves filling in low 
spots in a field. This is an operation which some farmers attempt 
to do over a period of years as time permits when the field is in 
fallow. 

Surface drainage work has been used at the Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm in Ottawa with reasonable success. The program con¬ 
sists of shallow bottom surface ditches spaced at intervals of 75 to 
150 feet. The land between the ditches is smoothed and levelled to 
take care of the low spots and surface water is diverted to collection 
ditches by minor grading. In .some cases this method of drainage has 
permitted spring cultivation from one to two weeks earlier than on 
undrained land. 

Drainage methods of this nature have special application in areas 
where the value of land does not warrant the higher cost of tile 
drainage. Conditions may also arise where outlets are not deep enough 
for tile drainage and soil texture may be to impermeable to allow 
tile drainage to work efficiently. 


Horticulture Expert Dies—William Ferguson, an official of the 
Central Experimental Farm who was nationally known for his work 
In horticulture, died September 29 at Ottawa, after a long illness. 
He was 48. 

Mr. Ferguson was in charge of the vegetable section of the Horti¬ 
culture Division at the Experimental Farm since 1945. During this 
period he made particular contributions in the fields of breeding new 
varieties of seed, feed production and chemical weed control. 

He was an officer of the Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
and since June of t^ls year vice-president of the Agricultural Insti¬ 
tute of Canada. 3167
